AMENDMENT  1  TO  B.  A.  I.  ORDER  334.— ORDER  TO  PRE- 
VENT  THE  INTRODUCTION  INTO  THE  UNITED  STATES 
OF  RINDERPEST  AND  FOOT-AND-MOUTH  DISEASE 

Effective  February  15.  1933 

Washington,  D.  C,  February  10,  1933. 

Under  the  authority  conferred  by  law  upon  the  Secretary  of  Agriculture, 
the  order  to  prevent  the  introduction  into  the  United  States  of  rinderpest  and 
foot-and-mouth  disease  (B.  A.  I.  Order  334),  dated  March  14,  1932,  and  effec- 
tive May  1,  1932,  is  hereby  amended  by  striking  out  all  of  the  first  paragraph 
and  substituting  the  following  in  lieu  thereof : 

Pursuant  to  Title  III,  section  306  (a)  of  the  act  of  Congress  approved  June 
17, 1930  (46  Stat.  689),  notice  is  hereby  given  that  I,  Arthur  M.  Hyde,  Secretary 
of  Agriculture,  have  determined  that  the  contagious  and  communicable  disease 
of  rinderpest  or  of  foot-and-mouth  disease  exists  in  the  following  named  foreign 
countries :  Abyssinia,  Albania,  Algeria,  Arabia,  Argentina,  Austria,  Bechuana- 
land,  Belgian  Congo,  Belgium,  Bolivia,  Brazil,  Bulgaria,  Ceylon,  Chile,  China, 
Czechoslovakia,  Danzig  (Free  City),  Denmark,  Ecuador,  Egypt,  France,  French 
West  Africa,  Great  Britain,  Germany,  Greece,  Hungary,  India,  Indo-China, 
Iraq,  Italy,  Chosen  (Korea),  Luxembourg,  Morocco,  Netherlands,  Palestine, 
Paraguay,  Persia,  Peru,  Philippine  Islands,  Poland,  Portugal,  Rhodesia,  Ru- 
mania, Russia,  Siain.  Spain,  Straits  Settlements,  Sudan,  Sweden,  Switzerland, 
Syria,  Tunisia,  Turkey,  Union  of  South  Africa,  Uruguay,  Yugoslavia;  the 
Colonies  or  Territories  of  Eritrea,  Gambia,  Gold  Coast,  Kenya,  Nigeria,  Somali- 
land  (British),  Tanganyika,  and  Uganda  in  Africa,  the  island  of  Java  and 
various  islands  of  the  Mediterranean ;  and  I  have  so  officially  notified  the 
Secretary  of  the  Treasury.  Wherefore,  by  said  section  306  (a)  the  importation 
into  the  United  States  of  cattle,  sheep,  or  other  domestic  ruminants  or  swine, 
or  of  fresh,  chilled,  or  frozen  beef,  veal,  mutton,  lamb,  or  pork,  from  the 
countries  above  named,  is  prohibited. 

The  effect  of  this  amendment  is  to  include  Bechuanaland,  Belgian  Congo, 
French  West  Africa,  Indo-China,  Iraq,  Union  of  South  Africa,  and  Yugoslavia 
among  the  countries  in  which  it  has  been  determined  that  either  rinderpest 
or  foot-and-mouth  disease  exists  and  to  remove  Latvia  and  Portuguese  East 
Africa  from  among  such  countries. 

This  amendment,  which  for  the  purpose  of  identification  is  designated  as 
Amendment  1  to  B.  A.  I.  Order  334.  shall  be  effective  on  and  after  February 
15,  1933.
